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Part 4. Everything Else 


The main thing to remember is that eBay 
is like everything else—the more you do it, 
the better you get. In this final installment 
we are going to pass on to you some of 

the things we have learned, but you will 
discover ways of doing things and what 
works for you once you get into it. 


When listing, we believe what you put in 
the title 1s perhaps most important to draw 
people to view your item. Use keywords 
to help people in their search. Your title 
doesn’t even have to make sense. It’s 

the words you use that will get potential 
buyers to look. 


Next in importance is pictures. They need 
to be clear and accurate and if the 1tem 
calls for it, the more you include the better 
chances you have of getting a buyer. 


Description and condition come next 
and we have already covered that in 
the previous issue. Be honest and be 
thorough. 


“To eBay or Not to eBay” 


by Bob and Sue Hall 


Price; It is insane the number of sellers who 
list an item without searching on eBay to see 
what the competition is asking. We don’t 
use a “reserve price.” It costs money and 
may get people bidding on an item because 
you can start your asking price lower, but 

in the end is seldom worth it. We list an item at the 
lowest price we are hoping to get. Same with “buy 
itnow.” Also we have a policy to not end items 
early for a price offered by a bidder. We almost 
always let our item go the full seven days (which 
can now be ten days and we are just starting to use) 
and are almost always glad we did. 


Leaving feedback is very important. We believe 
that when someone has bought and paid for an 
item their part is over and they deserve positive 
feedback. We don’t play that game, “I'll leave 
feedback for you it you leave it for me. This is one 
of the things that helps us get repeat customers. 
They may or may not leave feedback (only about 
half do) but they didn’t get paid to leave feedback. 
We figure we did. 


eBay no longer allows negative feedback from a 
seller. Amazing! You can report a buyer for not 
paying and eBay sends them a letter which usually 
gets results. If they don’t pay they get a black mark. 
Three of these and they’re off eBay, but there are so 
many ways for unscrupulous people to get around 
this that we are not sure how much good it does.

Communication—so important! We have a 
couple of items to “cut and paste” on our desk 
top so we don’t have to duplicate the same 

job over and over. One is feedback and reads, 
“Excellent customer! Fast payment! Thanks!!!” 
and that pretty much takes care of our feedback. 
Even if the customer has bought multiple items, 
they get the same feedback for each one. It 
really is the number of feedbacks they get that 
counts the most

The other item on our desk top is to the 
customer. It reads, “Your payment has been 
received. Positive feedback has been left. Your 
package will be mailed today. Thanks for your 
business, Bob.” We include a slide in each 
mailing with the item(s) number and a message 
that tells them positive feedback has been left 
and thanks them again for their business. With 
the item number in their hand we hope that 
makes it easier for them to leave feedback back. 


Last part of “communication”, as a buyer you 
need to ask questions about an item if things 
aren’t clear to you and as a seller you need to 
respond in a timely manner. 


Income Tax: If you sell more than $20,000 
through Paypal they report it to the IRS and you 
must claim it as income. A form showing your 
gross and net income can be accessed fairly 
easily from Paypal. 


Sales tax: as far as we know very few states 
require that you charge it. I’m sure that will 
change at some time just like the income tax 
reporting did.

Postage: Use the USPS postage calculator (it is in 
our “favorites” and come as close as possible to the 
true amount to mail the package. So many people 
started padding the postage cost to try and make a 
bit more off their items that eBay started including 
the cost of postage in the “final value fee” that they 
charge the seller. So unfair to those of us who try to 
be honest. Also we just recently noticed that a buyer 
can report a seller for charging too much postage. 





We’re sure there are many aspects to eBay that 
we have not covered. But mostly it is a “learn 
by doing” activity. Also we welcome questions 
through the ePub that we or others may be able 
to answer. 


And finally visit us on eBay by searching for 
seller “prplsgeant’” and you can get an idea of 
how we do it—and may even find something 
to buy.
